Ignominy and Confuſion, he eſteemed the Station 


of Honour, under the Standard of his crucified 
Lox Dp. No Dangers deterred him, he never 
ſpared himſelf, never yeilded to the Toil and 
Fatigue of the Miſſion ; but with a holy Con- 
fidence, and Intrepidity ran all Hazards in 


Chriſtian Prudence, till, being again betrayed, 


he was again impriſondod. 

- A young Man had contrafted an inceſtuous 
Match with his Couſin, 'before a Proteſtant 
Miniſter.

In little more than a Year it overtook the inhu- 
man judge; for on the twenty third of January 
1629-30, the Judge ſitting at Supper felt a Blow 
on his Head, as if N one had ſtruck him 
with his Fiſt; upon which he fell in a Paſſion 
the Servant, that waited behind him; but 
he proteſting, that neither he had ſtrucken him, 
nor ſeen any one ſtrike, he received a ſecond 
Blow like the firſt, and was carried under great 
Terrors, and Fear 30 Bed, where the next Morn- 
ing he was found ſtruggling with Death, and 
departed, leaving an Example, and a Warning 
to Judges. Whether theſe two Blows were to 
call to his Remembrance the Deaths of F. Ar- 
ROWSMITH,. and RICHARD HERSTH, two 
innocent Perſons, againſt whom he paſſed an 
unjuſt Sentence, is left here to the dread Judg- 
ments of Goo. 
How different a Fate had F. An ROWSM 1TH, : 
who, on the Day of his memorable Combat, 
appeared to the R. F. Dow. Au ROSE Bar- 
Low of the Eugliſi BENE DIC TIN E Cox RE 
GATION, then at a great Diſtance, and ignorant 
of what had been tranſacted at LAN GAST ER; 
to whom, having communicated his Succeſs, and 
happy Conflict, he foretold at the ſame Time, 
that he was to be bleſſed with the like glorious 
End. But let us rather hear the Martyr himſelf 
ſpeak of our Martyr; their Language ſeems beſt 
to ſuit their Exploits.

DICTINE ConGREGA TION, famous from its 
firſt Inſtitution for AyosTLEs of divers Nations, 
illuſtrious Ma RTV Rs, ſhining LI Hs of the 
Church by their eminent Piety and Learning, 
who have, down to our Times, in their reſpective 
Capacities propagated, adorned, and with their 
Blood defended the Ca THoLick FAI TR: And 
alſo by Inheritance, as deſcending from a Con- 
feſſor of JesUs CnRIS T his Grandfather, who, 
tho? he did not ſuffer a violent Death, died in 
Confinement for his RELIGION.

that a Warrant, even then, lay in the Conſtable's 


Hands to apprehend and convey him to the 


Houſe of Correction. HE RSH was holding the 
Plough, a Youth belonging to him drove it, and 
his Maid led a Harrow in the ſame Field, when 
NoxrcRossE, and the other two came up with 
the Warrant; and WILKINSSoù x ſtruck at 
Ri ch AR Du with a Staff. The Maid in a Fright 
ran haſtily to the Houſe, and alarmed all with 
the News ſhe brought, that they were about to 
kill her Maſter: Both ſhe and her Miſtreſs, a 


Servant Man, and one Bull LEN, who was acci- 
dentally there, came to HE RS Aſſiſtance.

Head, HE RST was four or five Rods, that is, 
about thirty Yards off: Beſides it was as evident, 
that he neither had directed, or encouraged any 
ſuch Thing.

Rien a RD HERST's memorable Death. 
HERST, as I Was faying, made his Eſcape 
Fe abſconded. Though he was certainly clear 
of the Fact, yet when he conſidered, that his 
Flight made the Coroner's Inqueſt find him ac. 
ceſſary; and that he was beſides obnoxious to the 
Law, on account of his Religion, he began to 
negotiate his Pardon by the beſt F riends he could 
procure, whom he waited upon in Perſon, but in 
the moſt private Manner poſſible. The Inno- 
cency of this poor Man appearing to the King's 
moſt excellent Majeſty, from the Depoſitions taken 
at the Coroner's Inqueſt (which were certified to 
the King's Counſel, to whom they had been re- 


ferred) his Royal Heart, ever averſe to ſanguina- 


ry Proceedings, was moved to ſhew him Mercy ; 


and HER S T's Pardon paſſed his Hand Signet, 


and Privy-Seal. When it ſhould have paſſed- the 
Great-Seal, the Lord KE EYE R oppoſed ſome 
large Expreſſions in the Pardon, which ſeemed 


to import a Pardon, though it ſhould be found 
wilful Murther. Hz RS T's Friends had procured 


as ample a Pardon, as could be obtained, to op- 


poſe his Enemies and evade their Malice, Which 


was raiſed to that Degree, that it was 1 
ed the Inqueſt on Life and Death would find it 
Murther; though the Caſe allowed not ſo much 
as a Sufpicion of Manſlaughter. Theſe large 
eſſions moved the Lord KR EYE R to ſuſpend 

the Pardon, till the Judge's Return from the 
Summer Aſſizes, by whom he hoped to be in- 
W how the Caſe ſtood in the Countrr. 
From his Return may properly be dated the 
open Beginning of the Judge's iniquitous Pro- 
eeeding — HRS, Which never ended 
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but wich his Life. He came up and waited on 
the Lord KE E PER, where he informed him, 


that no publick Account had -been given of 
 DzwnrvrsrT's Death, but he was privately in- 
formed, that HE RST was foully guilty of the 
Murther, and not to be heard of. F this 
Information, the Lord KEEPER reſolved to 
attend his Majeſty, and ſatisfy him about the 
Reaſons for the Delay of the Pardon, till the 


Truth was better known. The King was very 


deſirous to be fully appriſed of this Matter, and 
acquainted the Lord KE EER, that proper Di- 
ligence ſhould be uſed to procure RICHARD 
Hz RSH to ſurrender, and ſubmit to a Trial; 
That out of Regard to his Submiſſion, and her 

Majeſty's Interceſſion, who had been graciouſly 


to move his Majeſty for the poor Man's 


Life, he ſhould not die, though he proved 
guilty; but be firſt reprieved, and then pardoned. 
This was ſignified by the Lord KE EHE R to the 
Perſon who ſollicited HzrsT's Pardon; and he 
immediately acquainted HzrsT, ſending him at 
the ſame Time the Lord KzzyzR's Letter to 
the Juſtices of Aſſize for his Reprieve, if want- 
ed, with a Declaration of the King's expreſs Plea- 
ſure to that Effect. Hereupon Hz &sT ſurren- 
dered, and appeared before two Juſtices. of the 
Peace, who bailed him till the Lent Aſſizes, at 
which he preſented himſelf upon his Trial. 

The whole Evidence, after his Indictment, was 
only what formerly had been ſent to the King's 
Counſel learned, and what his Pardon was ground- 
ed on; except a new Depoſition of one Ro ER 
Kznn1on, who depoſed, that Nox cRossz, 
the Purſuivant above mentioned; came to him, 
the Deponent, then Underſheriff and Clerk to 


Sir Raves ASHTON , to deſire his Maſter's 


D 3 Warrant 
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Warrant for apprehending one HE RST, affirm- 
ing, that he had murthered DzewnursT by 
breaking his Arms, his Thighs, and Shoulders, 
and giving him many Wounds in his Head, af- 
ter a moſt barbarous Manner. This was falſe : 
Nor cRrosst, who was preſent, denied his 
coming for a Warrant, and would, upon Oath, 
have diſproved it. But the Judge, very ſenſible 
that this would be too great an Obſtacle to the 
Murther he meditated, would not permit No R- 
— age to diſprove Kznnion's Perjury by his 

I 

However affected the Judge was, the Jury 
would not be induced by this Evidence to find 
him guilty, or his Wife indicted for the ſame 
Fact, as being, by the Coroner's Inqueſt, found 


Alcceſſary upon her being drawn out into the Field 


with the Noiſe and Outcry of People. But the 
Judge, ſeeing the Jury inclined to acquit the Pri- 
foners, yielded to the clearing of his Wife, but 
mnfiſted vehemently to have it found Wilful Mur- 
ther in the Husband ; and aggravated. the Crime, 
urging particularly the Circumſtance of his Per- 

| fon, as being a Pop Is RecvsanT. Nothing 
but inhuman Rage could dictate ſuch an Argu- 
ment, and infer this, or any other Murther from 
Recvsancy. Yet it had ſome Effect upon 
the Jury, who were more intimidated by the 
Judge's Power, than moved by the perjured Evi- 

dence. They were nevertheleſs very uneaſy, and 
the Court riſing before the Verdict was brought 
in, three of them, Maſter JOHN Arcor the 
Foreman, Ricyuaryd TASKER, and another 
waited upon the Judge at his Lodgings, to take 
' his Advice upon the Difficulty they found of 
bringing him in Guilty, who was at ſuch a Di- 
ſtance, when DzwWRURSTH was murthered, 12

had no Hand at all in the Fact. Now for Equi- 
ty and Juſtice. The Judge made Anſwer, that 


they muſt find it Murther FOR EXAMPLE*SSAKE; 


that HE RST foould not die; that the King bad 
. pardoned him, and given him his Life. With 
this ſtrange Advice they returned to their Com- 
panions, and prevailed to have it found Mur- 
ther; whereupon he was brought in Guilty. 

The Judge pleaſed with the Succeſs of his Ma- 


lice, returns to London, viſits the Lord KezPpeR, 


acquaints him with the Murther, or rather a bar- 
barous Fiction to deſtroy an innocent Perſon. 
Here he poſitively aſſerted all that Kenxnron 
had falſely ſworn about Nox crosst, though 


Nor cRrossst denied it, and offered to deny it 


upon Oath. The. Lord KREPER deſired the 
Judge to draw up a Certificate of the whole Mat- 
ter, ſigned by his Hand, for his Majeſty's Infor- 
mation, This was done; and from that Time all 
Hopes of Pardon or Reprieves gradually failed; 
though the Pardon was ſollicited by Perſons of 
great Conſideration, who ſtill favoured a juſt Cauſe. 
But after many Delays, all Acceſs to Mercy was 
ſtopt: even Truth itſelf could not approach the 
Throne circumvented by a treacherous Certificate, 


and the baſe Falſhood of this Judge, who had 


the Inſolence to put a ſhameful Impoſture on 
Majeſty. Mean-while the Summer Aſſizes drew 
near, Cruelty and Deceit had fixed his Death 
now unavoidable by fuch Malice and Fraud. 
Hence, upon the Judge's Return to Lan- 
CASTER, HEtRsST was brought to the Bar to 
receive Sentence, and being asked as uſual, what he 
could ſay, that Sentence of Death ſhould not paſs 


againſt him according to Law? Much could have 
been faid, if Cruelty and Hatred of his Religion 
had not made the Judge an utter Stranger, = 
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ſo much to Mercy, which was not the Caſe, but 
to common Juſtice. HzRrsT anſwered, That he 


expected nothing but Death, but humbly prayed, 


that to ſatisfy the World, and his F riends, who 
had in vain ſollicited his Pardon, he might be 
ſuffered to ſpeak without Offence. The Judge 
agreed to the Motion, and the Priſoner e in 
the following Manner. 
<« It is a great Affliction to me, that, although | 
« by Means of Friends, I had the . rap to 
< procure the Intereſt of Perſons of Diſtinction, 
* who petitioned his Majeſty for his moſt graci- 
< ous Pardon; and had their Petition granted 
c upon a true Repreſentation of the Matter ; yet 
, nevertheleſs, not only my Pardon was ob- 
« ſtructed, but I lay under the Imputation of 
* abuſing their F avour, and intereſting them to 
s countenance a baſe Murther. This Diſappoint- 
ment, and my Misfortune is entirely owing to 
«© your Lordſhip's Certificate to my Lord Kx E- 
. ER, Wherein it is prentended, that I broke his 
= Legs, his Thighs, his Arms, and his Shoulders, 
< that your Lordſhip never heard the like, un- 
<« Jeſs in the Caſe of ſome Malefactor broken 
ic upon the Wheel: And your Lordſhip adds, 
t that he had many Wounds on his Head. Should 
I plead the F alkiry of thoſe Facts contained in 
& the Certificate, the Bench might think I did 
« it to ſave my Life; but upon the Motives for 
« which I defired to be heard before Sentence- 
«paſſed, I willingly refer myſelf to a plain Ac- 
„ count of the Fact, and humbly beg that the 
«© Coroner, now upon the Bench, and who ſaw 
„ his Body, may, by your Lordſhip? s Com- 
* mand, be examined.” The Judge was ſur- 
priſed, and the Coroner was examined, who pub- 
| 2 the Bench declared the Truth, viz. © That 
the

The Judge's Conſcience ſwallowed all : : 
he ee that he had made ſuch a Certifi- 
cate, but not contrary to Juſtice, becauſe it ap- 
peared ſo before him laſt Aſſizes upon Oath. 
Here is according to the Book of Proverbs chap. 
XX. ver. 10. Weight and Weight, Meaſure and 
Meaſure : both are abominable before Gop : and 
ſuch was the weak, criminally equivocal, and 
barbarous Evaſion of the Judge, to palliate the 
intended Murther, which Hz RST ſhews very 
evidently in the following Reply: That Roo ER 
Kennion's Oath was falſe; firſt, becauſe he 
ſwore to a Wrong Man coming for a Warrant to 
apprehend him, and affirming. the Murther to 
be ſo barbarous: For had any Man informed. 
Kennion ſo, it could not be Nor ROSE, 
who offered his Oath to the contrary, and affirm- 
ed, he was never at Sir RaLypn AsHTOx's to 
the Effect as was {worn by KenNToN. Beſides, 
whoever gave him that Information, had given a 
falſe Information; it was not given upon Oath, 
and amounted to no more than an Hearſay.

* be pleaſed to grant me a Reprieve, at leaſt out

© and will by my Death, in all Appearance, be 
reduced to a deplorable Condition, and become 
a piteous Spectacle to the World. 

The Prayer of the Priſoner was in vain: He had 
indeed the Pleaſure of diſcharging his Duty; he 
took all the neceſſary Precautions founded on the 
Obligations, which aroſe from his Reputation 
and Character, following the Advice of the Apo- 
ſtle, whereby we are to provide good Things, 
not only before Gop, but before all Men: And 

enjoined to take Care of our good Name. As a 
_ Chriſtian, it was his Duty to wipe off this ſhame- 
ful Aſperſion: Let not any of you ſuffer as a Mur- 
 therer, or a Thief, or a Slanderer, &c. ſays the 
Apoſtle St. Peter Epiſt. 1. chap. iv. ver. 15. As 
a matried Man and Father of a Family, he was 
bound to preſerve himſelf for their Sake, to be 
in a Readineſs, whilſt Gop continued his Life, 
to bring them up in the Fear of Gop, and the 
Precepts of Virtue, to behave as a tender and 
affectionate Parent, to comfort their Mother, and 
be a Help-mate in the Difficulties ever found in a 
numerous Family : The Circumſtance of her 

Pregnancy laid a further Obligation on him to 
fave his Life, left his Death ſhould be a Preju- 
dice to her Fruit, and perhaps cauſe the Death 
of the Mother, and the Child. As a perſecuted 
Catholick, for the Edification of his Neighbour, 
he was not to ſuffer the Imputation of any Crime, 
to make it appear, that his Religion was the on- 
ly Cauſe of theſe inhuman Proceedings. Theſe

Chriſtian Prudence, not to be . to Want

panimity and Heroiſm. 7 
The Judge was reſolved upon Death : Nor 


Juſtice, nor Truth, nor any other Conſideration . 
was to prevail againſt his bloody Intent, He ac- - 


inted the Priſoner, that his Life could not be 
aved, which the ſevereſt Reader will be per- 
lexed to determine, how it could be taken away: 
That he had hitherto been preſerved by the King's 
royal Indulgence; that his preſent Orders were to 
ſee Juſtice done; that he muſt die; and then pro- 
nounced a cruel, and unjuſt Sentence. Our He- 
roe met his Death without Concern; ; and brought 
up in the School of a Suffering Maſter, ſubmited 


to his Fate, as permitted by the Appointment 


of Heaven, with a ſerene Countenance, and a 
Heart calmed with a generous Reſignation to 
Gov, whoſe holy Will he prayed might take 
place, faying affectuouſſy, Gop's Witt Be 
DONE. He only defired to have his Body bu- 
ried by his Friends, which granted, he was ta- 
ken to the middle Gaol among the Felons. 

Such was the Behaviour of a cruel Man, who 


pretended, at laſt, to ſome. ſhew of Mercy, the 


better to cloak his barbarous Deſign : For he con- 
ſented that his Body ſhould be buried by his 
Friends, and a little before had permitted him to 
ſpeak, and produce inconteſtable Proofs of his 


Innocency. Providence ſeems to have permitted 


this Overſight, to lay the Injuſtice of his Pro- 
ceedings palpable and conſpicuous to the World. 
If he ſhew'd ſome apparent Pity, his Com 
reſembles the Crocodile's Tears, who is faid to 
weep before he ſeizes his Prey. He uſed every 


Art, and vile Inſinuations to the Lord Kzzezns 
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he: inpoſed- a falſe Certificate upon his Majeſty ; 
he refuſed to admit Evidence upon Oath, that 


would have invalidated Roczr Kznnion' Þ 
jured Depoſition ; he diſſembled the Report

of the Coroner's- Inqueft; he pleaded the Pri- 


ſoner's Recuſancy as a Circumſtance, that per- 


ſuaded his Guilt; he intimidated the Jury leſt he 


ſhould be acquitted ; when Humanity and Juſtice 
made them ſtagger about the barbarous Verdict 
he propoſed to them, he recommended to find 
it Murther Fox an EXAMPLE; he careſſed the 


Foreman, took him by the Hand, aſſuring the 


Jury, that the Priſoner ſhould not die, and that 
the King had already granted his Pardon. To 


what End all this Management, Fraud, Impoſture, 


Threats, Diſſimulation, unleſs to devour the In- 


nocent, to deſtroy him as a Poyisn Ru- 


SANT, the only Circumſtance, under which he 


was obnoxious to the Law. 


The happy, tho' injured Confeſſor of Ixsus 
Cu RIS, hence forward directed his Thoughts 


to approaching Eternity; and prepared for the 
auſpicious Paſſage, wherein he was to follow the 
Lamb, and waſh his Garment in his Blood. He 


was taken up with this Proſpect, when after an 
Hour or two, Word was brought him, that he 
mult come out to Mr. LE IOGH, both a Clergy- 
on and Juſtice, whom we have ſeen above act- 
the ſame; Part with F. ArRRowsmITH.

The Priſoner returned this mild Anſwer : Maſter

was remanded to the Felons. The ſame Attempt > 
to ſhake his Conſtancy was renew'd, with the - ff 
ſame Offer, from three Juſtices of the Peace, at be 
feveral Times, who all gave him Hopes of Life, =. 
if he ſubmitted, and, as his Friends, endeavoured” 
to prevail with the Priſoner. No Promiſes had' 
any Effe& on a Mind fixed on a better Life : He' 
deteſted any Compliance inconſiſtent with Chri- 
ſtian Principles. He had uſed all Endeavours 
that could be reconciled with Religion ; thofe 
failing, he reſolved upon Death, preferably to un- 
warrantable Means to reſcue himſelf from this | 
extreme Injuſtice. The inflexible Champion per- 
fiſting immoveable, was carried back to his loath- 
ſome Confinement in the worſt Part of the Pri- 

' ſon, where he continued all that Night of Wed- 
neſday, and half the next Day, without any Com- 
fort from Friends, or any Company, but Felons, 
who reverencing his tried Virtue, behaved with 
Reſpect and Humanity to their Fellow-Priſoner.- 
On Thurſday in the Afternoon two of his Friends 
tound, tho* with great Difficulty, means to viſe 
him: They ſpent the whole Time in Prayer, and 
holy Converſation, till the Priſoners, according to 
Cuſtom, were to be led to Church to hear a Ser- 
mon. The Confeſſor of CHRIS TH was called, 
and commanded to accompany the Reſt; but he 
aſſured them, that he would fooner part witk 
thouſand.

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Hat) but as to the T, hing in queſtion, it will be

paſſebly I am. able to reſiſt. Hereupon the Sheriff 
commanded his Men to bring him on; and, in 
Caſe of Refuſal, to drag him by the Legs. They 
were ready enough to execute this Commiſſion, - 
and well inclined to ſuch an Office; and the Pri- 
ſoner reſiſting with all his Power, they threw 
him on his Back, and barbarouſly trailed him 
from the Priſon to the Church, ſome two hun- 
dred Yards diſtant, on ſuch a rugged ſtony Way, 
that his Clothes, and even his Shirt, was torn, 
and the Hair fretted-off his Head by this unchri- 
ſtian Uſage. Thus he was brought into the 
Church, where they took care to place him near 
the Pulpit. Here the generous Soldier of CHRIS 
threw himſelf cloſe to the Ground, and with his 
Fingers ſtopt his Ears, not to hear any of their 
Doctrine; though the Officers, from time to 
time , | forced them out. The Sermon ended, 
he returned with ſuch Eaſe and Chearfulneſs, 
that thoſe, who had inhumanly dragged him, re- 
Proached him: I you. had gone to Church, chey 
laid, as freely as you came from thence, you "might 
have ſaved us a great deal of Labour, and your 
ſelf a great deal of Hurt.

They then returned, and continued 
with him till one of the Clock in the Afternoon,

Ne that could not be moved was therefore to 
* his Conſtancy to his Religion was his Crime. 
All Attempts, to pervert him, failing, the Sheriff 
acquainted him, that he was the firſt to be exe- 
cuted; to which the generous Martyr fubmitted 
with joyful Reſignation. He recommended him- 
ſelf earneſtly to AL MIGHTY Gop, into whoſe 
Hands he freely committed himſelf: He inte- 
reſted in this critical Hour the ever Spotleſs and 
Bleſſed Virgin MARY; the holy ArOST LES; 
his Ax EL GVARDIAN; the whole Court of
